Tuesday was a bad day on bossism and a field-day for the 
people.

On Tuesday j 
Mr. Boswell was judge in the elec- 
tion booth of Hutchison No. 2, in ap- 
parently his usual good health. On 
Wednesday morning he went to his 
tobacco barn with his hands and 
assisted them to strip tobacco until 
11 o’clock, when he said that he had 
a very severe headache and would 
have to go to the house. After ar- 
riving at the house he sit down before 
the fire, and a few minutes afterwards 
fell from his chair unconscious and 
remained in that condition until about 
7 o’clock, when he breathed his last.
